wo:v by Prance was an official Sau'eti 
declaration supporting France’s 
presence at a reconvened Geneva 
conference. The French President 
himself later commented, however, 
that FVance "is not a candidate" and 
would attend tbe talks only "if her 
presence is deemed necessary" by 
the participating countries. 

The final Pranco-Saudi com- 
munique issued before Giscozd’s 
departure reveals serious 
differences between tbe two coun- 
tries’ views on the Middle East. 
While France reiterated the right of 
all countries to live "within safe, 
recognised and guaranteed 
borders," Saudi Arabia called for 
total Israel evacuation and for a 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
presence at a negotiating table. 

At a press conference before his 
departure, Glscard sold in reply to 
questions that France was ready to 
part In a resumed Geneva BCid- 


dle East peace eonforenee If this was 
thought desirable. But he added that 
FVance and Western Europe srere 
most Ukely to be able to play a role 
when the question of guarantees 
came vp. 

He and his hosts were able to dis- 
cuss tbe world energy problem, but 
if he had hoped to take home a new 
arms-tor-tol deal he would have been 
•■iSuppoliited. Arms, he cold 'the 
press conference, were not discuss- 
ed. 

France did sign a new oU contract - 
yesterday for 292.9m. barrels over 
the next three years. 

At the press conference Glscard 
paid tribute to Saudi AraUa's deci- 
sion to Increase the price of ttsoilby 
only five per cent while most oil ex- 
porters had decided on a 10 per cent 
rise. 

Tbe communique on the four-day 
visit reasserted French readiness to 
help to set up anuclear research cen- 
tre in Saudi Arabia which would not 
contravene rules on tbe transfer of 
nuclear material. 

Both countries would study possi- 
ble solar energy cooperation, it said. 

Tbe President ejq>Iained that while 
Saudi Arabia was not at present con- 
cerned with developing nuclear 
power, as a major producer of world 
energy It wanted to keep abreast of 
all developments in the energy field. 


The French newspaper "Le 
Monde" said yesterday tiiat on the 
laraeli-Arab conflict, the two coun- 
tries differ on at least two pc^ts: 
Jerusalem and the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization. The Saudis ‘ 
alone stressed the return to tbe 
Arabs of the eastern section of the 
Holy City and demanded the 
presence ^ cepreaentativeB of the 
PLO at the Geneva peace con- 
ference; 

'The FVench delegation, which 
chose not to express any views on 
these points, insisted on tbe other- 
hand on the Vlgbts of all states in tbe 
area to live, hx peace within sure, 
recogni sed and guaranteed 
borders'.

Arab boycott, even in the most 
tenuous legalistic way. 

What It does mean, is that On- 
tario’s position opposing the boycott 
has been already boldly stated by 
Premier WiUiani Davis in his recent

official visit to Israel. Quebec, whose 
new government leader, Rene 
Levesque, has yet to speak publicly 
on the boycott, can take anti-boycott 
action under certain provisions of 
(Quebec's Oiarter of Human Rl^ts. 

Tbe matter of the Arab boycott has 
been placed front-and-eentre on 
Canada's political stage through the 
report issued recently by the Com-

The “citizen's commission" as it is 
known, is headed Prof. Irwin 
Ootler of McGHll University's, law 
faculty^ who also is director of the 
Centre for Law and Public Policy.

mission include distinguished 
figures in Canadian law. academia 
and politicians ~ both Jewish and 
non-Jewish. 

The substance of the report, giving 
names of leading banks and cor- 
porations who are alleged to have 
cooperated vdth the Arab boycott 
through the fins print of legallsttc In- 
terpretation and manipulatlon.eaua- 
ed shock waves to vlhrate through 
Canada's financial, industrial and 
governmental establishments. 

The Canadian Goverzunent, par- 
ticularly, seems to have lapsed Into 
an embarrassed silence because (tf 
its promise months ago to come up 
with some legal mechanism to fight 
the boycott, but thus far has produc- 
ed little more than Up movement. 

Most unusually, however, the news 
media have reacted with rare 
alertness to the commission's 
boycott report, ne news story of the 
report was boldly "played" In the 
majm* newspapers. The 
Broadcasting Gbrp., the govemment 
network, made it the "lead"/ (the 
CBC has always “boasted" of Its 
even-handed treatment of Israel) 
and virtually all editorial commen- 
tary supported the anti-boycott 
stand of the commission.

the pregnancy resulted from an 
lUeg^ sexual union such as incest 
or another of the arsyot , or out of 
wedlock; if the infant is bound to 
be bom ptaysicaUy or mentally 
handicapped: if giving birth 
would injure the physical or 
emotional health of tibie motber: 
or it continuing the pregnancy 
could lead to serious social or 
family hax^hips. 

The last reason caused the most 
consternation because the law 
stipulates that one of.theM 'Social 
hardships” could mean “a large 
num^r of childn^ already in her 
household:'’ ‘ “ -

students killed in street protests. 

The attach on the lawyers oc-

of BOUtary Justice. 

One of the injured lawyers, Alejan- 
dro Ruiz, told reporters that two poen 
in green trenchcoats walked into the 
office, shouted “look at us” and 
opwied fire on the dozen persons 
seated around a table: 

.nie first of the polioemen azziving 
at the scene of the slaughter looked 
at the pOe of bodies, turned around 
flei^ jnvaa sepozta said. 
Hundreds of lawyers gathered 
ytotezday at the downtown head- 
quarters of the.Msdrld.Bar Aseoola- 
tion to await the arrival of the coffins 
of their dead coileaguea. The vletiniB 
will lay in state at the headquarters 
until the funeral today. . 

Pedro Biua, president of the 
Madrid Bar Association, visited

then told 600 lawyers gathered at the 
association: **ttese asaasslnatiozis 
have BO precedent In the history of 
our crganisatioii.”' 

Meanwhile, left-wing labour un-^. 
ions yesterday called outworkers on.

A 
labour spokesman estimated the 
number of strikers at ''four or five 
million."

Brown proposes $2.8b. defence cuts 


WASHIN(3rON. ^ After telling Pen- 
tagon that he tentatively 

plana to cut their budgets by about 
82.8b., U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown la to tell the Senate 
Armed Services Committee liow he 
plans to do it. 

Brown was scheduled to appear 
before the conunlttee yesterday and 
members of the panel were expected 
to question on bow the Carter 
administration hopes to reduce 
military spending w^e maintaining 
U.S. defence supremacy. 

Two weeks ago Brown told the 
Panel “It's not going to be eaey'‘ to 
squeeze 85*7b. from tbe final Ford 
admlnlstratfon defence budget. Be- 
aald such cuts might not be made un- 
til the new admlnlsfration's first full 
budget year, 1979, but that such a 
saving is tbe administration's goal. 

After Brown's confirmation bear- 
ing, the Ford administration sub- 
mitted Its record defence budget for 
the 1978 fiscal year, totalling |123b. 
And before surrendering power, the 
Ford administration told Congress 
the U.S. must steadily strengthen its 


forces in tbe oomlngy ears to prevmt 
Russia from becoming the world's 
dominant, military power. 

It was learned on Monday that 
Brown moved toward budget cuts 
last Friday, the same day he was 
Bw o ni in -as Defence Secretary. 

Acting on the basis of studies and 
recommendations by President 
Carter's defence transition team. 
Brown proposed reductlona in more 
than 80 programmes, inclnding slow- 
downs and stretchouts in some ma-^ 
jor. nuclear .weapons programmes, 
.cutbacks in aome aircraft and navy 
shipbuilding plans, and a 10 , 000 -man 
r^uction in army strength. 

To the surprise of tbe Air Force, 
Brown did not list caneeUation of tiie 
controversial B1 bomber, although 
be proposed reducing the number of 
advance bombers to be bunt next 
year foom eight to five. However, 
Brown would delay for at least a* 
jrear lun-ecale development of tbe 
big MX missile, intended.to replace 
the present generation kfinuteman 
missiles hi the mid-1960s. 


Brown baa tentatively decided to 
scale down by 8110m. the |260.7bi. 
the Ford administration got from 
Congress last year to keep open tbe 
Mimiteman production line aa a 
hedge against po^ble faflnre of the 
U.S.-Soviet strategfo arms llmitatlcm 
talks. 

nie army was notified that Brown 
believes about 10,000 men can be 
trimmed from a projected strength 
of 790.000. This met ixnmediate'army 
opposition. Tbe generals contend 
army troop stren^ is now close to 
its lower limits if It ia to be ^le to 
handle fis assigned tasks. 

Brown is alao considering a top- 
level reorganization of the Pentagon 
but “does not Intend a wholesale 
elimination" of senior civilian posts, 
according to the Defence Depart- 
ment. 

A key proposal reported under 
study would create three new 
civilian undersecretaries of defence. 
'Die ahn would be to strengthen 
Brown's control over the sprawling 
defence establishment.

CHANG KHIAN VILLAGE, 
Northern- Thailand. — 'Hie Meo 
hill tribe village is deserted ex- 
cept for some ragged children 
and a few old women smoking 
opium. 

The men and young women are 
away In their poppy fields reap- 
ing the opium harvest. 

The village la in tbe Thai part of 
the so-called Golden Triangle 
that extends into Burma and 
Laos and providea most of the 
world's drug addicts with their 
herafo, morphine and opium. 

The vlUagen work hard in the 
hot sunshine, laboriously milking 
the poppy buds of tbe white juice 
that wil) end up as heroin in the 
cities of the West. 


In these tranquil tree-covered 
hills a Uo of opium fetdiea 8,000 
Baht (ILi.aoO). Ten kilos of 
opium make one kilo of heroin. 

- On- the streets of New York Ci- 
ty. one kilo of diluted heroin sells 
for $250,000. 

The bin people who grow the. 
opium seem to have no concept of 
how much their produce is really 
worth at the end of the long 
heroin tralL 

They make a bare existence out- 
of their crops and are mostly ig- 
norant of the misery wnri cz-ime 
their poppies cause. 

The Meo" and other tribM 
smoke and eat opium as a way of 
life, and are amazed that 
everybody else does not. When

The synagogues have had to sell 
off part of tbeir grounds, or rent 
them out, for Income: some have 
already become the properly of the 
Indian Government. The schMls are 

educating mostly Hindu and Moslem 
Children. It Is becoming more dif- 
ficult to arrange marriages (a Bene 
Israel custom) because so many 
young people have gone to Israel. 

The Arabic-speakj:g Jewish com- 
munity which settled in Bombay in 
the 18 th century, among them the 
famous Sassoon family who were 
known as the Rothschilds of tte 
East, has completely disappeared.

A new drug intervention centre In 
Jerusalem la not yet in full operation 
because a doctor willing to work full 
time with drug users has not been 
found. 

Prof. Shlomo Einstein, director of 
the Jenualem Centre for frtterven- 
tion tn Drug hOsuse, brought the 
problem to the attention of Health 
Minister Victor Shemtov, who 
visited the premises this week. 

The centre, the fourth In Israel, 
was designed to care for up to 200 
ambulatory drug users — a figure 
chosen delate the lack of informa- 
tion on the number of users in the 
country.

health centre. While there is opposi- 
tion from some neighbours, Einstein 
said, others have volunteered to 
tutor the clients in b^e language 
skills, to Increase tbeir chances of 
finding work.

63 potential clients have 
been interviewed, and about 40 
accepted for treatment Although 
the centre ia to serve all of 
Jerusalem, no professional on the 
staff speaks Arablc.One Arab. Is 
enrolled in the programme. 

Only dlacussi on-type therapy is 
available at present, and only those 
clients Judg^ able to re^>o^ ver^ 
bally axe accepted. The use of 
methadone as a substitute for 


Riter, Einstein and Dr. Alexander’ 
Fallk, acting head ^yefaiatrist in the 
ministry, aU stressed the need for 
community cooperation in returning 
the drug user to a useful place in 
society. Job rehabilitation is an im- 
portant step in the process — yet the 
Labour Ministry has so far refused 
to accept "addicts” in Job-trainli^ 
programmes. Einstein said. 


Shemtovov said he would work to 
find a doctor for the centre, increase 
volunteering and promote coordina- 
tion with the IQidMries of Welfare 
and Labour and with municipalittes 
In developing this and other 
programmes.

Hie first is to 
keep the educational gap between 
Dani and his classmates from grow- 
ing too great as they progress 
through the grades. For this, he Is' 
going to need skillful tutoring 
supplemented by short practise 
daily. These can be supervlaed by a 
parent or older sibling. 

TOe second objective is to prevent 
the development of an emotional 
overlay which could become far 
more dlaabUng than the current' 
educational disability. Sometimes 
these goals seem mutually con- 
tcadietory In that the extra lessons 
ore a constant reminder of his ^f- 
flcuKles, end the extra time and 
concentration arc in themselves 
frustrating no matter how patient 
the tutoring. 

Have faith. With intelllgenee. 
maturity, and motivation, these 
youngsters achieve a great deal 
more than seems possible frnm the 
limited vtev^)oint of Grade 2 . And 
above all, when you're at foe end of 
your tether and fighting to maintain 
a calm, patient manner. Just 
remember that It's Danl's isroblem, 
and he's fighting too.

Integrity 
and delight 


Sir YOBANAN BOEBM

A FINE programme', highly azotic 
presentations, an enthusiastic 
overflow audience, a warm and in* 
formal atmosphere — what more, 
could one ask? 

Claude fVank, at present a guest 
of the Jerusalem Music Centre and 
MIshkenot Sha'ananim. is a pianist 
who uses his instrument not per- 
' eusslvely but as a means to sing and 
to express different moods In an 
. always musical manner. Be is also 
an artist who serves his masters' 
with personal humility and complete 
dedication, exacting in the obser- 


vance of technicailtldS but not 
carried away by them. 

The Schubert Impromptus ■ ex- 
. ezhpilfled this attitude in a beautiful 
way: every phrase was well round- 
ed. the continuity of the singing line 
was maintained with perfect tonal 
balance of all the notes; trahsitions 
came over absolutely naturally, .and- 
the tempi seemed always right. -His 
collaboration witb the wind in- 
struments in the Mozart Quintet was 
also a joy: there was a give and take 
between the partners, neither trying 
to dominate the other, which brought 
out all the beauty of this lovely -work. 

The Wind Quintet (Shoham, 
Thomer, Lesser, Rlmon, Reehtman) 
maintains its standard of peefeation, 
and complete integration of tonal 
balance and piusleal attitude leads 
to performances of high Integrity 
and delight. 


Trio should wait with 
classical repertoire

THIS ENSEMBLE la one of the most 
active chamber music teams In 
Israel. One watches its progress with 
parUcular interest as an outstan- 
ding case of Russian-traiiied musical 
t ftiontz acelimatlaing themselves to 
the foterpretatlve approaches and 
presentation of the free world. 

Obviously, the Trio feels most at 
home In music by Russian com- 
posers. This was exemplified in their 
performances of Shostakovich where 
understanding and Identification 
resulted in tight and exciting 
readings. In general, contemporary 
scores are given very lively and com- 
mitted renditions. 

On this evening, their performance 
of the Cbarles Ives Trio was, in con- 
formity 'With Qie aforesaid, by far the 
most impressive item on the 
pitigramme. Not only is this a most 
Interesting work — and the Vldom 
Trio deserve full credit for including 
it in their repertoire — but the 
presentation loosened the three ar- 


tists from the tension of their reading 
of the Mozart Trio. If only attack and 
dynamics could be controUed — a trio 
should not be made to sound like an 
orchestra, and Tbfflsstmo has several 
degrees of loudness, with an op- 
timum limit. 

Pianist Victor Derevlaiiko has add- 
ed flexibility and shading of-touch to 
his playing which Jias considerably 
improved its attractiveness. Cellist 
Mark Drablnsky is a fine instrumen- 
talist often providing beautiful 
phrases, though he le seemlni^ still 
in the process of intense search for a 
balanced art-iculation. Dora 
Schwartzberg’s large tone has been 
replaced by restrained volume, but 
what is lamentable is her uneven and 
Inconsistent phrasing which, in 
music like that of Mozart and 
Schubert, makez these shortoomings 
even more obvious and regrettable 
considering the enormous technical 
resources at her command. 

Perhaps, the Trip should concen- 
trate on works aidted to their musical 
ihellnatlons and wait with the 
classical repertoire until they have 
achieved a more open attitude with 
wider horizons. 


Brazilian orange pickers halved 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The number of young Brazilian 
Jews viiowlU take part in this year's 
“Operation Oranges" here has been 
cut in half since their government 
required travellers .to make a 
deposit of fl,000 on their 'departure. 


Six hundred youngsters came 
Brazil in 1976 to harvest citrus 


from 

fruits during their current summer 
vacation. But only SOO are expected 
this season because of the new 
Brazilian law. 

The deporit Is returned a year 
after it is paJgL.tq. th^.gqyenunent. 
but its value shrh^ 80 per cent due 


to inflation. 

Despite the drop in participants 
from Brazil, the cveraiJ number 
from Latin America has Increased 
from 1,SQQ In 1976 to 1.600 this yesr, 
with the main increase from Aigra- 
tlna. 

The fruit pickers pay their fare 
and wwk as volunteers in the fields 
for neariy two months. The Wotid 
Zionist Organization's Youth and 
Hehalutz Department, which has 
sponaored the operation since the 
Torn Klppur War. will take them on 
a tour of the country and invite them 
to a special enteirtainment evening iit^ 
Jerusalem.

Jeiusalem Post Eoanenie Bepoiter 
it Our 120 Knesset members are 
not expensive: their average gross 
salary. Including per diem, comes to 
XUl.145 per month. Compared with 
what Is being ptod nowadays to bank 
branch managers, bus drivers. let 
alone Ei A1 pilots, this is modest in* 
deed. Alt the same, the cost has gone 
up by about 89 per cent, compared 
with 1976, which compares 
favourably with* most salary In- 
creases In the economy. 

4r Tbe Treasury’s economic ser- 
vices In the U.S. will in 1977 cost the 
tsxpsyei* ZU0.8 million, which la 
XL4m. more than last year, or an in- 
crease of 61.8 per cent. This must 
reflect either an inflation of ac- 
tlvltlea, or an Inflation of costs In the 
U.8.. for it Is certainly higher than 
our Inflation here. 

4r Ih addition to the Treasury’s 
economic services, we also have the 
Investment Authority's offices in 
Mew York, Los Angeles. Chicago, 
Atlanta and The Hague.

RIYADH. Oil production and 
price boosts by Saudi Arabia will 
result In extra income of about 
$900m; a month over the first quarter 
of this year, private and businesa 
sources here say. 

But they caution it is far too early 
to predict whether the spilt In tlto 
Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Gbuntries win result in a price 
war, Most informed sources here 
believe things will not go that far. 

Industry and government offieiato 
here say market demand will deter^ 
mine exactly how much more of Ita 
cheaper oil Saudi Arabia produces, 
and consequently how much the 
other Opec members may suffer. 
The rate of recovery of Western 
eeonomies, the hantaness of the 
current winter and previous 
Stockpiling by compantes serve to 
fuze tbe picture, the sources say. 

But there to a consensus in In- 
dustry and business circles here that 
Saudi Arabia will be able to market 
virtually all of ita extra production, 
expected to average an ea^a 
barrels a day through the end of 
March. 

This at'orage extra million, 
magnified by a price boost of 57 
cents a barrel for all ita production, 
makes an additional Income of about 
8494.7m. a month, the sources said. 

Saudi Arabia was already average 
Ing a surplus income of betwcM 
81.2b. and 81.3b. per month In 1978, 
economic sources said. This is 
money' that was not spent and served 


to swell the country's reserves, as 
the additional income wUl. 

The split within Opec was 
precipitated when Saudi Arabia and 
ita ally* the United Arab Shnirates, 
raised prices by five per cent at a 
meeting In December. The other 12 
membersof tbe cartel boosted prices 
by 10 per cent, and plan to add 
another five per cent In July. 

Sf fiHi Arabia and the emirates 
together aeeounted for about a third 
of Opec production in November, 
which was then running at 83 million 
barrels a day. But the Emirates' 
potential for growth to very small 
compared to Suidl Arabia's. 

Oil lOnlater Sheikh Ahmed Zakl 
Yamani h** said production, now 
running at'an average of over nine 
million barrels a day, will be boosted 
to 10 million barrels a day through 
the end of March. A decision on 
further increases, if required, will be 
made then, he has said. 

The other Opce states are ex- 
pected to experience a drop in 
production because of stockpiling by 
companies before the price boost. 
Tbe two factors, Yomsiii has said, 
could remilc hi a drop in the produc- 
tion of the 11 of some 25 per cent. 

Although Yamani has never used 
the term “price war.” tbe implica- 
tion of some of his statements was 
that the other ii Opec members will 
have to lower their prices — and thus 
make their oil more attractive — or 
face a loss of income due to sharp 
drops in production.

Prospects for recovery

NOW THAT a corpus of 
authoritative statistics is 
available. In the National Budget 
released Monday, about the 
economic performance In Israel 
during 1976. it is possible to step 
back a pace and look at the scene 
in perspective. What kind of a 
year was it? 

Waa It a bad twelve months, 
with output almost static, con- 
sumption not much better and In- 
vestment down by 15 percent? Or 
was It. aa the Finance Mlntoter’a 
spokesman on eeonondc ottairs, 
^hraim Dovrat, put it on Mon- 
day, an “oulatandlngly successful 
year”? 

A Treasury wag pointed out 
that the question to ask to not just 
whether the economy has grown, 
but whether Jt has grown In the 
rifdit places. 

The Israeli economy did not ex- 
pand appreciably, but within that 
dormant situation, the shape of 
the economy has been changing. 
Domestic Industries (notably 
housing) shrank, whereas the' 
volume of exports Increased — 
and substantially. Foreign sales 
(goods and services) rose in 1976 
8600m.-, vridch involved the- 
employment of 10,000 additional 
workers in export industries, some 
new to the labour force, some 
previously employed in activities 
serving tbe borne market. 


But if output had risen, instead 
of standing still during tbe last 
three years, the rise in exports 
might have been greater still. 
Hbrc the authorities are at foult, 
for failing to give a proper lead to 
the business community. Faced 
with an enormous increase in 
defence expenditure at the end of 
2973, they tried tohave their cake 
and eat it. too. by kee^g living 
standards unchanged and main- 
taining the social services at Uie 
same level as before. 


nie result was a price e3q>lo- 
sion, aad a collapse of invest- 
ment. Only gr^ually, thanks to a 
relentless succession ot mini- 
devaluations. are industrial com- 
panies beginning to realize that 
the Government genuinely in- 
tends to make the export trade a 
profitable undertaking. 

Thto*3rear, we axe told, foreign 
sales will swell by another 8650m. 
And next year (according to the 
EcMiomlc Plaiming Authority's 
updated five-year projection)., 
output will start soaring once 
ag^. by a thoroughly respec- 
table six per cent. 

There v^be a general sigh of 
relief when that happens — if It 
happens. The question that still 
remains, after poring over all tbe 
figures and tables to — why could 
it not have happened earlier? 
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Favourite sons 


THE 92 per cent .of the population who are not members of .a 
Moshav or a ZQbbutz probably did not know until how that the 
children and grandchildren of the pioneers are favourite sons in- 
deed. However rich the fathers may have become, the sons still 
get their secondary education at about half the cost that urban 
tuqiayers have to pay. Three quavers of these taxpayers are, 
of course, tellow-members of the working class who enjoy no tax 
deductions or other liberal subsidies. 

It has been known for a long time |that our IQbbutslm and 
Moshavlm are probably the most hi^ily subsidized segment of 
the population. This was perhaps fu^ Justified in the pEist. But 
today continuation of this system undermines many of the 
values for which these people stand. 

Ihus, for e3cample, our producers of food generally take care 
to sell their products to their own marketing organizations and 
then to buy them back for their own consumptlon.at lower, sub- 
sidized prices. Legally, they are within their rights, for we have 
not yet changed over from a system of subsidlzlagthe product to 
one of assisting, where necessary, the consumer. 

It is also well known that the level of education in our 
agricultural society, and particularly in the Kibbutzim, is of a 
very high level. This Is as it should be and reflects the value 

which the IQbbutzim put on education and culture. But that 
must be seen in a new light when it emerges that most of it b 
subsidized by the taxpayers. 

It turns out that for years this has been the case even for 
Moshavlm and Kibbutzim who have become affluent, including 
some where each Individual member may be cozisldered a 
millionaire. 

In absolute magnitude, the problem is probably not large. It 
may affect some 10 per cent of the high school student popula- 
tion and even among those 'Qiere are many who would be en- 
titled to free tuition or high rebates by any criterion now 
applied. From the ethical viewpoint, however. It would be well If 
those who rush to meetings or elsewhere to call ter a revival of 
values and other laudable things would take a closer look at 
what the technocrats in their own secretariats have managed to 
extract from the public purse. 

It is just possible tiaat these well-meaning people are not even 
aware of what goes on in their own backyards. 

At a time when the public Is called upem to accept austerity. It 
is intolerable that even the long-established and wealthiest Sb- 
butzlzn should enjoy rebates of no less than 42 per cent, while 
even middle-income tax parents have to bear the full bm^en of 
education fees. . 

There is no point in blaming file Kibbutzim and Moshavlm for 
trying to perpetuate their status as favourite sona beyond their 
admitted]^ just deserts. They try to get what they can. Tm the 
general public the address for protest Is the Ministry of Educa- 
tion and the Treasury, who should do away with t^ as well as 
other unnecessary, irrational and unjust subsidies.

Mr. -Bar-Lev also added that the 
key posts in the Rabin Government 
were entrusted to men who were new 
to the Cabinet or to their specific 
post, namely Finance Minister 
Yehoshua.

khr. Bar-Lev was wrong on one 
other crucial point: it was the coun- 
try and not only “the Cabinet and its 
members’' who paid considerably 
for the basic training of the hew 
Prime Minister and Cabinet 
Ministers installed In the wake of 
Golda kCcir’s resignation in the spr- 
ing of 1974. 

The Alignment’s election cam- 
paign head should also be fatUted on 
tactical groimds. Ihere Is current 
unanlmi^ in the Labour Party, both 
among Rabin and Peres supporters, 
of the ' urgent need lOr a far-going 
face-lifting in the leadership team it 
will field in the elections. How is this 
going to jibe with a view that seems 
to imply that now that the 
Alignment's neophyte leaders have 
completed their expensive basic 
training it would be folly to replkce 
them with, new untrained hands.

Sir, — Li my article of December 
81, unfortunately, due to a 
ty^graphlcal error, the number 
was omitted in the paragraph dis- 
cussing serious reactions to raUes 
vaeoinc. There was one parslytic 
reaction and two systemic allergic 
reactions reported out of a total of 
4S7 vaccinations given in 1974. The 
paralytic reactloii is a serious 
problem sasoclated with the utilisa- 
tion of vaccines of nerve tissue origin 
which is the type most frequently 
used In Israel today. 

From I960 to 1974 Israel reported a 
total of 17 psi^ytlc reactions out of 
11,890 persons who at least started 
the Pasteur treatment, or one reac- 
tion per 700 persons vaccinated. This 
is a veiy hl^ ratio even for this type 
of vaccine, for we generally observe 
on^ one reaction per 3,000-10.000 
vaccinations In other parts of the 
world. 

Nerve tissue vaccines have been 
totally replaced in the United States 
by a safer vaccine of duck embryo 
origin (whicb is available, but less 
frequently used in Israel). While It 
has sometimes been argued that the 
nerve tissue vaccines are more 
effective and should, therefore, be 
used despite their greater risk of 
serious reactions, receiA data 
rep^ed by the U.S. Public Health 
Se^ee (Mortality Weekly Report, 
December 31, 1976) , shows this is not 
the ease. There is thus no justifica- 
tion for the continued use of nerve 
tissue vaccines in Israel today where 
they are frequently given to persons 
who may have only been indirectly 
exposed to rabies, or in some cases, 
to persons exjMsed only to'vaguely 
suspect animals which cannot be ap- 
prebended. 

I have also been Informed by 
the Chief Veterinarian of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Dr. 
Shimshoni. that while the quarantine 
laws wLidi I have mentioned ooncem- 
ing dogs emsed to the bite of a 
rabid aitimal were formerly correct, 
they have been recently changed and 
made more stringent and now read 
as follows : 1. If a vaccinated dog has 
been exposed to the bite of a rabid 
arrimai, Jt is recommeiided to tiie own- 
er that he put the to sleep or 

rCvaccinate the animal and quaran- 
tine it for six months. 2. If the bitten 
dog was not vaccinated, then it is im- 
mediately destroyed. They therefore 
urge that all dogs be vaccinated 
throughout the country so that their 
owner may have an option to sa've 
their exposed pet.

1 am embarrassed for 
myself andi of greater importance, for 
our Government; ten weeks have by 
now passed and the Law has notyet 
been submitted. 

1 would like to share the Minister's 
“cautious optimism about the 
future.” and I tuo am not enchanted 
by those who "go around spreading 
pessimism." However, there would 
be more basis for ei^n cautious op- 
timism. and less roason to spread 
pessimism. If one couM rely with 
greater confidence on the 
Government's pronouncements, por^ 
tlcularly in areas relating to the en- 
couragement of foreign investment, 
something which, by common con- 
sent, Is calculated to benefit our 
economy.
